INCIDSNTS OF THE RIVER PASSAGE. 

Lonvox, June 30—5 a. m.—The following ac- 
count of the crossing of the Danube is from «4 
correspondent who was an eye-witness: 

With the darkness Gen. Dragomiroff began his 
dispositions. His first work was to plant in the 
made emplacements a row of field guns 
all along the edge of the flats to sweep 
the opposite banks. This was while the infantry 
was being marched over the flats to cover on the 
willows. The darkness and obstructions were so 
great that all was not ready antil the first glimmer 
of dawn. There was no bridge, but a number of 
river boats capable of holding from fifteen to 
twenty men each. These were dragged on carriages 
through the mud. and launched in the darkness.

Various correspondents fix two miles below Sis- 
tova asthe exact point of the Russian landing on 
the Turkish bank of the Donabe. 

A SLIGHT MISTAKE. 

At the bombardment of Giurgevo, the Turks 
chiefly almed at the house of the German Consul, 
believing the Czar was there. 

ISLAND OCCUPIED. 

Ten thousand Russians have occupied the Island 
of Barcea, near Silistria. It is unknown whether 
they succeeded in crossing to the Turkish side, but 
the report that the Turks have abandoned their po- 
sitions at Thcernavoda and Medjidjiis thought to 
be only explainable by the Russians having crossed 
near Silistria. 

APPALLING. 

At Nikopolis and Sistova, Wednesday, the losses 

on both sides were appalling. 
WEDNESDAY’S CROSSING. 

Loxnox. June 29.—From the latest news re- 
ceived here. one fact would appear quite clear, 
namely: That the crossing of the Danube was only | 
successful from Simnitza to Sistova. All other at- 
tempts up to Wednesday failed. The Koumanian 
telegraph is silent regarding yesterday's events. 

ENORMOUS LOSSES. 

Paris, June 29.—Telegrams to Paris papers as- 
sert thatthe Russian losses in crossing the Danube 
were enormous. 

CROSSES DISTRIBUTED. 

BUCHAREsT, June 29.—The Grand Duke Nicho- 
las has received the grand cross of St. George for 
the passage of the Danube; his son the military 
cross, and Gen. Nepekoischitzky, Chief of Staff, 
the grand cross of St. George of the third class. 

THE EMPEROR 
has taken up his residence at Drajo, near Turnu- 
Magurelli. 


MARCHING ON SILISTRIA. 

BucHAREST, June 29. —Russian forces at Hirsova 
are reported to be marching on Silistria, and are 
said to be within forty kilometres of that fortress. 
The Turks are apparently concentrating their 
troops in the principal forts, where they will soon 
be attacked. 


ALL QUIET. 

Everything is reported quiet to-day on the Dan- 
ube. It is ascertained that the principal crossing 
west of Guirgevo was at Petroceli and Parapan, 
just below Simnitza, where the Russians crossed on 
a large number of rafts and 1 boats until 
a position was secured on the south bank. This 
accounts for the comparatively small loss suffered 
by the Russian troops. as the passage was effected 
in small detachments, who were scattered on the 
river and advanced towards the opposite bank 
after the manner of skirmishers, so as to render 
the epemy’s fire less effective. The Rus- 
sians have also crossed at Turnu-Ma- 
gurelli, and have joined the Grand Duke 
Nicholas at Sistova. The Russian commissariat 
is telegraphed to hurry up supplies for the army, 
representing that the country on the other side of 
the river is entirely destitute, and saying there are 
fears of a famine in Bulgaria. . 

ITEMS. 

London. June 30—5 a. m.—A dispatch dated 
Shamla, Thursday, states that a forward move- 
ment of Turks will immediately take place to-meet 
the Russians who have crossed the Danube. 

It is said that a Turkish gumboat has broken the 
bridge at Ibrail. 

The foreign Consuls have left Rustchuk. 

AT NIKOPOLIS. 

Nrxororis, June 29.—The Russians attempted 
to cross the river here on Thursday in fifty lighters. 
Ten of the lighters were sunk by shells, and the 
attempt failea. The slaughter was frightfal.

ASIA MINOR. 
BEATEN AT BAYAZID. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 29.—Fifteen hundred 
Russian cavalry who endeavored to relieve Bayazid 
have been beaten by the Kurds, with a loss of sixty 
killed and 200 wounded. The Rusgian garrison 
still holds the citadel. 

RUSSIAN EBEPORT. 

Sr. Psrenssvne, June 29.—A Russian official 
dispatch claims slight advantages and the capture 
of some outworks before Zewin on the 25th. The 
dispatch says nothing about killed and wounded. 

BATOUM. 

.Lompox, June 30—5 4: m.—A special from Pera 
says itis reported that the Rugsians have taken 
Batoum. No definite intelligence, however, is ob- 
tainable. 


GREECE. 
A CONTROVERSY WITH THE PORTE. 

AtuEns, June 29. Five or six days ago the Aus- 
trian Lloyd steamer landed at Corfu for the Turk- 
ish Government 193 cases of arms, which it m- 
tended to reship for Prevesa, in Albania, but the 
Russian Consul protested to the Greek Govern- 
ment against the use of neutral territory as a de- 
pot for the arms of a belhgerent. The Govern- 
ment thereupon ordered the 

DETENTION OF THE ARMS, 
and the Captain of the Austrian ship in which they 
had already beer re-embarked, on hearing the pro- 
test, unloaded them inte boats, where they now 
remain. 

The Tarks intimated that they were about to 
send a man-of-war to feteh the arms. The Greeks 
replied that they would send what force was at 
their disposal to prevent it. The Turkish Govern- 
ment protested, but notwithstanding the Greeks 
have ordered the iron-clads George and Oiga to 
leave immediately, and they are now ready, the 
Greek Government has informed the Powers of 
this, calling upon them for support in 
neutrality. They will allow the arms to be taken 
te Trieste by a neutral ship. 

AUSTRIA APPROVES. 

Aturys, June 29.—Anstria approves the course 
taken by the Greek Governmentin detaining the 
Turkish arms at Coran. It is proposed that an 
Austrian steamer be allowed to take them to some 
neutral port. This Greece will agree to, provided 
the Austrian Consul will give « W guarantee 
as to their destination.

DEAF MUTES. 


Evangelical Lutheran Asylum at 
Norris, Mich, 

A representative of Tar Trieunem had occasion 
recently to witness an examination of the inmates 
of the German Evangelical Lutheran Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum at Norris, Mich., about six miles 
from Detroit. This institution was established 
about three years ago by the joint action of the 
various Lutheran churches in the West. 
teaching the unfortunate inmates of this Asylum 
is done ona plan which is comparatively new in 
this country, but which has been in vogue in 
various institutions in Germany, where it is super- 
ceding every other system. Here the pupils are 
taught to understand what is said to him by the 
movement of the lips and mouth, and then they 
are taught to speak, so that they can be readily 
understood by everybody. Among tiie thirty-five 
pupils who were examined at the Asylum at Mor- 
ris last 2 there was but one who was unable 
to talk, and he is idiotic. The examination was 
conducted in the same manner aa any other school 
examination. The teacher asked them questions 
and they answered as readily as if they had heard 
every word he said, They were as proficient in 
reading, writing, arithmetic, andthe catechism as 
children of their age usdally are. The speaking 
of these—anfortunates, however, is not like 
that of other peoplé. The voice is not modu- 
lated or melodious. They jerk out their words in 
a shrill, monotonous tone, and their tongues seem 
as heavy as H made of lead. It lookg as if it costs 
them immense ex@@tions to speak, and it is rather 

inful to listen to them, but the teachers say that 
t gives them bat little if any pain. Though their 
speaking is very disagreeable, yet it is speaking, 
and they can make themselves understood without 
the aid of paper and lead-pencil, while they are 
able to understand every word to them by sim- 
ply watching the movement of the lips. The Su- 
tr eae of this institution was im from 

reiburg, Germany, where he has taught this sys- 
tem with great success for many years. His name 
is Mr. Speckhard. He is assisted by Mr. Uhlrich, 
who has received his education in this country.

Strenuous efforts are being made by the managers 
of some of the Eastern roads to compromise the 
difficaities which have arisen in regard to the, live- 
stock pool on business going east from this city. 
The disturbance arose, as is well known, from the 
fact that the managers of the St. Louis roads re- 
fused to enter into a similar arrangement, which 
enabled them to cut the rates and divert the busi- 


nees from Chicago. Now that the Michigan Cen- 
tral has declared that it will no longer abide by the 
provisions of the Chicago roads, but wil) follow 
tue rates made from St. Louis, the mangers of the 
roads leading East fiom that town have became 
more tractable and consented to attend a meeting at 
Cleveland, which had been called by the 9 
of the Pennsylvania and Pittsburg & Fort W 1 
Railroads for the purpose of adjusting the d 
culty. The Michigan Central refused to 8 
but. nevertheless, after a stormy Session, it was 
decided to divide the St. Louis live-stock business 
on the same basis as that of Chicago, and certain 
concessions were made to the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad. This arrancementis no more eatisfac~ 
tory, however, to the Michigan Central than was 
the old one. The managers of this line are con- 
vinced that the magnates of the Southwestern lines 
are merely playing possum to bring the Michi- 
gan Central to terms. They think the concessions 
to the Alton have been made merely to deprive 
their road of a powerful ally. The Michigan Cen- 
tral. they say, is ready and willing to be- 
come a party to any fair an equita- 
ble arrangement, but they do. not 
think that an arrangement is fair and equitable

POORE’S MANUAL. 

Poore’s Manual of the Railroads of the United 
States for 1877-78 is almost ready for publication, 
The figures show some improvementin the finan- 
cial exhibits of the principal lines, and the begin- 
ning of another period of railroad construction. 
During 1876 the number of miles of American 
railways in operation was 73,508; capital and 
funded debt, 84. 468. M. 938; gross earnings, 
$407, 257,959; net earnings, $186, 452,462; divi- 
dends paid, $68, 039, 668, Accordin ng to Poole, the 
diviaends and net earnings in 1876 were larger 
than in 1873, the panic-year. This statement, 
however, is partial, inasmuch as the effects of the 
panic were more severely felt in the last quarter 
of 1573 than in any subsequent quarter. But the 
earnings and dividends of 1873 were considerably 
in excess of those for 1872. A comparison of re- 
sults in 1873 and 1876 is made as follows:

The gross earnings in 1873. however, were great - 
er by $29, 161,976 than those of 1876, and yet the 
net 1 of the latter year exceeded those of 
theformer by $2,642,190. The difference is due 
t rigid retrenchment of operating expenses and 
economy in the administration of internal affairs. 
In estimating the present business of the railroads, 
the fact shoula always be bornein mind that the 
rates of transporiation are far below those which 
prevailed in 1873.

Quick Time Around the World. 

The Omaha (Neb.) Repudlican prints 0 
from Dr. F. 8. De Hass, American 9 
salem, in which he gives an account of a tour he has 
lately made around the world in sixty-eight days of 
actual traveling time. The letter is dated at Jeru- 
salem, May 10, 1877. The outline of the journey 
we quote, grestly condensed, in the following: 

Having safely returned to my post, 1 take 
pleasure in furnishing your readare, agreeably to 
promise, with a brief notice of my quick and suc- 
cessful tour around the world. Not counting the 
time I lay over at different points, as these breaks 
in the journey could all have been avoided, I‘made 
the entire circuit of the globe in sixty-eight days, 
and but for heavy weather on the Pacific would have. 
made it in gixty-twodays. The journey from Al- 
exandria, Egypt. via Brindisi and Paris to London, 
and from thence to New York and San Francisco, 
was accomplished in twenty days, and we were just 
the same number of days going from San Francisco 
to Yokoaama, Japan. Crossing over from here to 
‘Canton, in Chitia, took six days. A eail of ten 
days over the China Sea and through the Strait of 
Malacca,» touching at several points we have not 
time to notice, brought us to Ceylon, off the south- 
ern coast of Hindustan, and one of the richest of 
the East 2 Islands. Thence we sailed directly 
to Suez, i Egyyt, which took twelve days, and 
from theme, n a few hours, by rail to Alexandria, 
our starting ‘point, making the entire distance of 
25. 000 miles—16, 000 by water and 9,000 on land 
—in sixty-eight days, without any accident or de- 
tention of any kind.

ND THE SILVER QUESTION. 
— enum to the good people of New 
York the action of the Iowa State Conven- 
tion upon the subject of silver, and, lest the 
resolutions of the Cgnvention on that point 
may be overlooked, we reproduce them, as 


follows: 
4. The public credit should be sacredly main- 


tained, and all the obligations of the Government 
honestly discharged, and that we favor the early 
attainment of acurrency convertible into coin, and 
therefore advocate the gradual resumption of 
specie payments by continuous and speedy steps in 


that direction. 

5. That the silver dollar having been the legal 
unit of value from the foundation of the Federal 
Government until 1873, the Jaw under which its 
coinage wag suspended should be repealed at the 
earliest possible day, and silver made, with gold, a 
legal tender for the payment of all debts, both 
public and private, and aleo believe that the pres- 
ent yolume of currency should be maintained until 
the wants of trade and commerce demand its fur- 
ther contraction. 

There can be no mistaking this expression 
of the unanimous feelings of the Republic- 
ans of Iowa on the question of the re-estab- 
lishment of the silver dollar. Not only do 
these resolutions express the opinions of the 
Republicans, but they embody the opinions 
‘of all the people of Iowa, of all parties and 
divisions. In estimating public opinion in 
Iowa on this subject, the specie-resumption- 
in-gold people may leave Iowa out of all 
doubt and question. The whole people, 
Republicans and Dem are a unit. 

As with Iowa, so with all the States of the 
West. The list is a formidable one: Iowa, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Minnesota, Kansas, 
and Colorado. In all these States there is 
no division of sentiment among the people 
worth speaking of, and the votes of the 
twenty-two Senators and ninety-nine Repre- 
sentatives of those States may be 
counted as a unit, not only in favor of the 
recoinage Of the silver dollar, but in favor of 
making that dollar an unlimited legal-tender 
in the payment of all debts, public and pri- 
vate, as it was before the ill-timed and un- 
wise act of 1873. It is well, therefore, that: 
the advocates of an exclusive gold currency 
should understand that the people of the 
eleven States named are thoroughly united, 
and that the Republicans of Iowa have de- 
clared on\this subject the general opinion of 
all. \ 

What do these resolutions demand? They 
distinctly declare that all the obligations of 
the Government shall be honestly. discharged ; 
there is no desire etpressed for any escape 
from any taxation or exaction necessary to 
maintain the financial honor of the nation. 
It is further declared that every step should 
be taken to secure an early resumption of a 
currency convertible into coin, and advise 
that specie payments be reached. by con- 
tinuous and speedy action for tt purpose. 
The resolutions then recite the history of the 
silver dollar, declare that the act of 1873 
should be repealed at the earliest possible 
day, and demand that silver be made, with 
gold, a legal-tender for the payment of all 
debts, both publie and private. The resolu- 
tions do not stop here, but go further and 
insist that the present yolume of currency 
‘be maintained,—which in plain and distinct 
terms means that before the paper money 
be retired another currency, the equivalent 
of coin, shall be furnished. A year age th 
were outstanding on the books of the 
Treasury some $40,000,000 of fraction 
paper currency. Congress authorized redemp- 
tion in silver coin of the smaller denomi- 
nation. The paper not coming in as freely 
as was justified by the amount which had 
deen issued, an examination rendered it 
probable that a large sum of that currency 
had been lost. Congress, however, after 
considerable opposition, authorized the issue 
of $50,000,000 of this subsidiary silver in 
exchange for and to take the place of the 
fractional paper currency. That was a plain, 
direct, and practicable way of substituting a 
metallic for a paper currency, without caus- 
ing the least inconvenience to the public by 
any scarcity of money for change. The 
precedent is a recent, satisfactory, and intel- 
ligible one. The United States cam absorb 
in the business of the country $350,000,000 of 
silver dollars of the legal-tender character, and 
the résdlutions of the Iowa Convention fore- 
shadow the simple method of reaching a 
coin circulation by the coinage of silver dol-

THB WAR. 

We print elsewhere a map of the seat of 
war in Europe which will give the reader 
the points at which the Russians have 

0 the Danube, and the territory bo- 
tween the Danube and the Balkans to which 
the war has been transferred during the 
past week. A brief summary of the week 8 
operations will make the map intelligible to 
our readers. On the 22d of June one corps 
of the Russians crossed at Galatz and Ibrail, 
on the bend ef the Danube, near its mouth, 
made a junction the same da and occupi 
Matchin, which the Turks . on — 
23d. On the 24th this column pushed its 
way south, the Turks retreating, and oc- 
cupied Hirsova on the 25th. On the 26th 
it had occupied the line of Tchjan's wall 
between Tchernavoda and Kostendji, where 
it was supposed the Turks would make a 
stand. The next day, last Wednesday, a 


centre commenced, and a successful passage 
of the river was made at Silistria, Sistova, 
Nikopolis, and Widdin, though with heavy 
ary ,

sistance. Yeaterday they appear to have 
concentrated and attacked the Russians at 
Byrgos, on the south bank of the Danube, 
opposite the mouth of the River Veda, and 
at last accounts a despera was in 
progress. The battle, however, is only an 
incident. The Russians are across, and have 
obtained a foothold in Bulgaria, and the 
Turkish resistance will be useless. Outnum- 
bered and outflanked, they must retreat. As 
soon as the Russians crossed at one point, 
the dam gave way and the flood of Muscovites 
went over with a rush. The result is told 
in the terse dispatch of the Grand Duke 
Nionorl as: The difficult and complicated 


task of crossing the Danube is achieved.” . 


During the week the Russians have occu- 
pied the whole of Northeastern Bulgaria, 
have isolated the four fortresses of the 
Quadrilateral, and cut off the force 
at Widdin and the Turkish army of 
Suteman Pasna in Albania from co- 
operation with the right and centre, leaving 
them to be handled by the extreme Russian 
right and the Roumanians, and in all proba- 
bility the Servians also, who will seize the 
occasion of the Russian passage to strike for 
their independence. As will be seen by the 
map, the Quadrilateral is flanked by the 
victorious Russians.- Whether it be their 
purpose to reduce the four fortresses, or 
simply to invest them and pass on towards 
Adrianople, cannot be foreseen, but it is 
more than probable that the latter plan will 
be adopted, In either event, the second 
great natural defense of Turkey—the Balkan 
range—is now of interest. There are seven- 
teen passes over the Balkans, but only six of 
the routes are passable for armies. Of these 
‘six, the safest route is that from Shumla to 
Karnabad. There are two other practical 
routes, one from Pravadi to Aidos, and the 
other from Varna to Misiwri, which the 
Russians took in 1829, and, as all these routes 
converge at Adrianople, it is certain that 
they will be again utilized, and that before 
long we shall hear of them pouring over the 
Balkans on their way to Adrianople or Con- 
stantinople, if England does not actively in- 
terfere. 

The political aspect of future operations is 
clearly forshadowed in the proclamation of 
the Czar to the people of Bulgaria, which 
was printed in our last issue. It is one of 
the most important documents which has 
made its appearance since the war com- 
menced, and is in perfect keeping with the 
Czar’s Moscow speech and with his war 
manifesto. Like both these documents, it 
defines the object of the invasion of Bulgaria 
to be the liberation of that unhappy people 
from Turkish tyranny which has ground 
them down into the dust so long, despoiled 
their homes, devastated their villages, and 
murdered their women and children. He 
informs them that the army is there to pro- 
tect them, to pacify all races and denomina- 
tions, to deal out strict justice to all, to pun- 
ish only the butchers who were guilty of the 
horrible atrocities upon defenseless women 
and children at Phillipopolis and elsewhere. 
He also makes the further-important an- 
nouncement that as fast asthe Russian forces 
advance, Turkish rule will be replaced by 
local organizations in which the native in- 
habitants will be called to take part, and that 
Bulgarian legions will be formed to act as a 
home guard for the maintenance of order 
and security. It will be observed that the 
proclamation cannot stop short with Bul- 
garia north of the Balkans. There are 
numerous Bulgarians south of the moun- 
tains in Rumilia, and a large population in 

edonia, with a fair sprinkling in Albania. 
proclamation reaches, therefore, from 
the D Constantinople and the Gre- 
cian border. It promises protection to every 
Turkish Christian. It clearly defines the 
mission of the Russian army: ‘‘ I have con- 
fided to my army the missidn of securing 
the sacred rightsof your nationality which 
you have acquired by centuries of suffering 
and the bloodof martyrs which has soaked 
your soil.” Such a proclamation must strip 
from the Turk the last hope of help from 
any. European Power, and find a responsive 
echo in the heart ,of every lover of hu- 
manity. It is the death-knell of Turkish 
tyranny,'thé first warning to the Sick Man 
of Europe that his power for harm is for- 
ever lost, if not a solemn summons to him 
to leave Europe forever. 


THE MOLLIE MAGUIRES. 

It was hoped and believed that the execu- 
tion of several of the desperadoes of the 
Pennsylvania mining district known as the 
Mollie Maguires would strike terror to the 
hearts of that crowd of fiends and once more 
give human life in that region of the country 
the same protection it enjoys elsewhere un- 
der civilization. But, unless our advices are 
exaggerated and distorted, it seems certain 
that the Mollie Maguires have determined 
upon a new career of assassination, which 
will be more terrible, if not summarily 
checked, because it is in the nature of a ven- 
detta. A number of murders have been re- 
ported within a few days, and all the victims 
are said to have been men who either as- 
sisted in the conviction of thé Mollie Ma- 
guires who were hanged, or else men who 
openly declared their hostility to the Associ- 
ation and approved the executions. It is also 
alleged that many others have received the 
** coffin-notices” (a warning of death unless 
the recipients fly the country), and that se- 
cret meetings are being held, and that 
masked and disguised men -are prowling 
about among the mountains. These are 
signs of a purpose to avenge the lawful ex- 
ecution of men who had been convicted of 
murder, and indicate that the Mollies are not 
content with organizing a system of assas- 
sination, but propose to kill those who are in 
any way concerned in resisting their death- 
decrees or punishing their chosen agents. 

If there is any such condition of things as 
has been reported, or if there is any good 
evidende of an intention to keep Mollie Ma- 
guirism alive in spite of the terrible warning 
that has given, the next step the honest 
and peaceful men of these regions should 
take is to organize Vigilant Committees, and 
hunt down the Mollie Maguires, shoot them 
in their tracks, and bury them where they | 
fall like dogs. A barbarous condition re- 
quires a system of repression that civilized 
society does not afford. The slow process 
of the law will not control a gang of outlaws 
who have no respect for authority, either re- 

“ligious or secular, and who make a business 
of assassination. If Mollie Maguirism be 
not dead now, it cam only be exterminated 
by the same process that rid the Western 
States of horse-thie ves in early days and res- 
éued California from the outlaws that for-

has been tried. The authorities for a long 
time were patient and merciful to a fault, 
but at last a dozen of the leaders were con- 
victed, pardons were refused, and a number 
have already been hanged. If the Mollie 
Maguires sustain their organization, continue 
their secret, meetings, scour the country in 
masks, distribute their coffin-notices, and 
murder those whom they suspect of hostility 
to their plans, then nothing short of a war 
of extermination will avail, and the people 
of Pennsylvania should not delay in organ- 
izing it. The consequences may be terrible, 
but they will not be so bad as if the Mollie

THE SPOILS SYSTEM’ OF ‘POLITICS. 

To every American citizen there is pre- 
sented the painful question, not of reforming 
the Constitution and plan of government, 
but, as it seems at present, the even mare 
difficult operation, how to reform the ad- 
ministration of government. We have had, 
from a date anterior to the formation of the 
Federal Union, men of eminent ability and 


during the Revolution, who framed our Con- 


practically, and put the machinery of the 
American Union in motion, We have had 
later statesmen to whose hands were com- 
mitted our laws and our institutions, and 
the application of the ideas and principles on 
which our Government was founded. The 
second revolution, by which through the 
penalties of war the nation threw off 
slavery, has taken its place in the past. 
During all this century the statesmen, ora- 
tors, and writers have expended their ability 
and their learning, as well as their patriotism, 
in determining the great question whether 
the United States were a nation or a mere 
voluntary agreement and association of States, 
having a common agent called the Federal 
Government. That and other important mat- 
ters pertaining to the constitutional powers 
and functions of the National Government 
and those of the States have been learnedly 
discussed by our statesmen and jurists, and 
the end of the century following the close of 


determination of all these matters once 


While the country has thus been makin 
history, and determining the great contro- 
versies growing out of the constitutional 
forms, and the constitutional powers, duties, 
and obligations of the Government, there 
have been sown seeds of other evils, which 
have grown sa vigorously, though almost im- 
perceptibly, until they threaten the now doc- 
trinally-established Constitution with dan- 
gers and perils of the worst character. 
Hitherto our national perils have been those 
suggested by the opposing forces of con- 
tending principles and theories of govern- 
ment. Now the national liberties and exist- 
ence are threatened not by the triumph of 
false doctrine, but by the general corruption 
and perversion of the administration of Gov- 
ernment. | 

In his address before the Chicago Univer- 
sity, a few evenings ago, Judge T. M. Cool r, 
of the Supreme.Court of Michigan, with 
great clearness and force, presented this 
subject as one which appealed to the patriot- 
ism of the thoughtful. men of the day, and 
as the issue on which should turn the poli- 
tics of the country, until the administration 
of the Government should be rescued from 
the abuses in which it is involved. Judge 
Coouer likens the cry, that to the victor be- 
longs the spoils, to the barbarian watchword 
of booty in time of war. That barbaric sys- 
tem of spoils has been made part of our 
politics, Parties and caucuses, originally 
admirable and patriotic institutions, have 
sunk into mere machines to obtain and re- 
tain office, not for the. honor or credit of 
serving the country, but to hold and retain 
office for the spoils it may afford. 
The spoils system had destroyed the 
division of parties on principle. It is impossi- 
ble at this time to induce either political party 
to take a bold and distinct stand in favor of 
any one of the great questions of finance or 
taxation ; each party shrinks from losing 
any of its numbers by avowedly declaring 
for or against either side of these questions, 
and parties go to the polls allowing the ut- 
most liberty of opinion on all these issues. 
Parties are held together by the possession 
or expectation of spoils. While this is the 
great evil which is attacking the integrity of 
the National Government, Judge Coolr 
points out that the same system prevails 
throughout the general politics of the coun- 
try, and he thus describes the condition of 
things at present: 

And yet is it not true that under the system of 
patronage and reward, introduced under the Fed- 
eral Government, State politics have been made 
wholly subordinate; that Cstom- Houses have as- 
sumed the control of cities and counties, and even 
of States; that municipal governments have been 
remodeled, not in the interest of their people, but 
in the interest of a party, and ruled by committees 
at the State Capital or at Washington; that all the 
manifold interests of local concern have deen man- 
aged not on a consideration of what is best for them, 
but on a consideration of how they can be made 
to affect exterior matters with which they should 
have no concern whatever; until a taint of corrup- 
tion at the seat of Federal power affects not the 
Federal system merely, but all government in all 
its particulars, and local robberies on an enormous 
scale become possible, because influential] parties 
outside, whom they do not personally affect. lend 
the aid of the official machine of the nation to 
schemers in local affairs who would otherwise be 
powerless? By this means not only are State poli- 
tics corrupted by that which should not influence 
them, bat the wisdom of the statesmen who se 
carefully separated and distinguished State and 
Federal powers, because they thought good gov- 
ernment and safety to free institutions required it, 
is to a large extent rendered nugatory. 
No one can complain that the picture is 
overdrawn; no one can deny that the vicious 
system originally introduced in the national 
politics has become even more deeply rooted 
in the municipal governments. The spoils 
system, in its worst and most corrupting 
forms, has become almost absolute in all the 
ramifications of local government—State, 
county, city, town, and village. Wide and 
extended as is the area for corruption under 
the National Government, it fails to compre- 
hend the universal evils of the system when 


the local Governments of the United States. 
Judge Coouzy wisely points out the fact that, 
in the relations of Government to the people 
and the welfare of the State, these local 
Governments may well claim precedence in 
importance to the National Government. 
He thus states the question : 


And which Government tonches most often and 
most vitally the interests of the people of this great 
State and city, the National Government or the

Here, then, the American people have 
drawn to their attention the existence of this 
great evil, which must be eradicated or the 
nation will be lost.

Office is one 
thing; spoils are quite a different thing. 
Parties which have no other object than to 
apportion spoils should be and must be de- 
feated at every town and city election, until 
parties adopt a higher object than the se- 
curing and perpetuating not only the offices 
but the chances and opportunities of plun- 
der for those of its party, or for 
obtaining such plunder for that party who 
may happen to be out at the time. 
This remedy is in the hands of the people of 
every municipality. The remedy gis in the 
hands of every voter, and the remedy is 
easily applied, and that is to vote to break 
up all party tickets and organizations having 
for their purpose the mere distribution of 
the spoils of office. Chicago, in 1876, set an 
example of what the public can do in the 
way of reform. The people voted, and their 
order was carried out, that the number of 
city officers should be reduced 40 per cent, 
and that the tax for current expenditures 
should be reduced $2,000,000 a year. One 
of the immediate effeets of reducing the force 
was to increase the efficiency of the public 
service. 

SOME BRITISH OBSTKUCTIONISTS. 

The Home-Rulers in the British Parlia- 
ment have entered upon a desperate dilatory 
campaign, under the leadership of Messrs. 
Bidcax and PAX EIL, which may yet be the 
means of compelling Parliament.to make a 
radical change in its rules. The same prac- 
tice obtains in Parliament as in the United 


for debate, There are no rules for suppress- 
ing or terminating debate in the United 
States Senate, and practically none in the 
British Parliament, except by courtesy. A 
member may speak as long as he chooses, 
and as often as he chooses on the same sub- 
ject, and he cannot be cut off. The number 
of Home-Rulers in Parliament is somewhat 
‘less, perhaps, than the number of Democrats 
in the last House of Congress who were 
willing to enter into a conspiracy to de- 
feat the count of the Presidential

The 
small number of Home-Rulers in the British 
Parliament, however, is still large enough to 
prevent the passage of any legislation till 
they are heard in behalf of their own pet 
measure, if they have the pluck and per- 
sistence to use and abuse all their rights of 
membership. The whole issue may be pre- 
‘sented in a nut-shell: A majority of the 
Irish members demand that Ireland shall 
have her own Parliament; this is resisted by 
the English on the ground that it,would 
amount to a separation of Ireland from the 
Empire ; some of the Home-Rulers say to Par- 
liament, We shall no permit you to pass 
any bills till you grant our demands, and we 
can and will prevent all legislation by de- 
manding our right to speak aslong and as 
often as we please.” |

It may be that the Irish Home-Rulers 
will not persist in the programme that some 
of them threaten, but the British Parliament 
is always subject to embarrassment and loss 
of time from the failure to adopt any check 
upon deliberate obstructionists. 
STATE CONTROL OF RAILROADS. 

The relations between the railroads an 
the States from which they derive their fran- 
chises are now definitely determined by the 
highest tribunal in the nation. The rights 
of the railroads under the charters and the 
power of the States in their governing capac- 
ity are now so clearly defined that they can 
never again create dissension, arrest the pub- 
lic attention to the exclusion of other public 
questions, and disorganize political parties 
as they did three or four years ago. The 
decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad against the State of Iowa 
fully affirms the principle laid down in the 
Chicago warehouse cases, viz.: That all

ears ago. It is admitted by the debtors to be a 
just debt for money lent and advanced 
to them by the Charter Oak Company. The dept, 
however, is not evidenced by avy bond or note; or 
other ordinary instrument, and, so far as we can 
learn, never was so evidenced, and was never se- 
cured adequately. It seems, however, to have 
been anderstood between the Charter Oak Company 
on the one hand, and Allen, Stephens & Co. on the 
other, that the money lent Allen, Stephens & Co. 
was to be used by them for the individual benefit 
of B. F. Allen, and that Allen had secured Alien, 
Stephens & Co. by mortgage for the advances thus 
made, and that the mortgage should be assigned to 
the Charter Oak Company dy Allen, Stephens & 
Co. as security for the money thus lent. The 
mortgage was made by Allen in November, 1874. 
In conversation to-day Mr. Stedman, the In- 
surance Commissioner, was very earnest in 
expressing his belief that the policy -holders should 
keep their policies a while longer. His belief is 
shared by many other business men of prominence 
and recognized sagacity. They think that a plan 
will be adopted by which the deficit will be made 
good and policy-holders secured without carrying 
the matter into court at all. No movement of that 
kind is made yet. 


CAUSE OF THE ROW. 

It was etated iu a dispatch from Hartford, Conn., 
publighed in yesterday's Triscng, that 4 legisia- 
tive commission had found an actual deficit of 
$2, 200, 000 in the assets of the Charter Oak Life- 
Insurance Company, and that there were question- 
able assets amounting te over $1,735,000. The 
agents of the Company in this cit. were surprised 
at the statement, and telegraphed Kast to know 
what it meant. The following was the reply re- 
ceivea from President Wiggin: 

Do not be troubled by reports. The old fight is re- 
newedin a new form, and we will now vindicate our 
strength, and establish our integrity in such a way as 
will forever silence our enemies. 0 

The fight referred to in President Wiggin's tele- 
gram is one of long standing. A few years ago, 
while the Company was practically under thle con- 
trol of Mr. White, it made various bad invest- 
ments. It took, among other things, $1, 250, 000 
in the second-mortgage bonds of the Connecticut 
Valley Railroad Company, and it has also loaned 
at various times about $640, 000 to Allen, Stephens 
& Co., the partners of B. F. Allen. This latter 
loan was secured by what 1s known asthe ‘* bian- 
ket mortgage, which was put on record here the 
moment that Allen's failure was known, but the 
recording of which in Iowa was stopped by Allen 
replevying the instrument. The ‘validity of this 


mortgage is in dispute. it set 
aside, then the Charter Oak Life-Insurance 
Company will come in with the other 


creditors of Allen's estate, and will certainly lose 
about half, if not more, of its loan. It having 
been ascertained that the Company was drifting 
into perilous courses, and that its-assets were im- 
paired, Mr. H. J. Furber, of New York, financial 
manager of the Universal and other companies, was 
called on foraid. He was chosen financial man- 
ager, it being understood that he or his friends 
were to put a considerable amount of money into 
the Company to make good the impairment of its 
assets, and that he was to have thé control of it. 
This arrangement wasunsatisfactory in many re- 
spects to the Hartford banks, which had previously 
had the control of the large deposits of the Com- 
pany. These were diverted from their accustomed 
resting place, and the fesult was that a gefiecra! dis- 
satisfaction grew up at Hartford, which has been the 
cause of much of the fighting which has been done 
against the Charter Oak. 

Last year an arrangement was made by Mr. 
Furber whereby these second-mortgage bonds of 
the Connecticut Valley Railroad, which, though 
good enough, probably could herdly be realized 
on, were exchanged for several Nee of ground 
situated. on Broadway, New York; between Wal! 
street and Exchange place, which were then own- 
ed by Mr. Edward Matthews. In addition to pay- 
ing over these second-mortgage bonds, the Char- 
ter Oak assumed mortgages to various parties 
amounting to $048, 000, and there was afko a mort- 

age to the Charter Oak itself for $800,000, mak- 
ng a total of ) Bilge 000. There was also paid 
down in cash $235,000. This Matthews prop- 
erty was valued at $3,000,000. The income from 
this property was about 64 per cent. 
This transactfOn gaye rise to consider- 
able criticism on the part of 
some insurance journals, and at about the same 
time there was presented in the Connecticut Leg- 
islature a petition from some of the stockholders 
of the Charter Oak, stating their fears of its secar- 
ity, end asking an investigation by the Legislature. 
This that body declined to do, since it had not 
Aufficient time, but appointed a special commis- 
sion, which has been investigating since early in 
the year, and has made the report referred to 
above. It is as yet unknown on what grounds the 
reportis based. The questionable asset item of 
$1,735,000 doubtle consists of the Allen, 
Stephens & Co. loan of a share in the Mono Silver 
— which White took, and probably some other 
stati. 

The belief of the representatives of the Company 
in this city is that the valuation of the reg] estate 
owned by the Company has for some r been 
so razeed by the specisl Commission as to make 
this apparent impairment of $2,200,000. in the 
assets. They have their surmises as to the reasons 
which cau this possible undervaluation, but they 
can as yet be only surmises. They attach full faitn 
to the promises made by Mr. Wiggin, and believe 
that the Company is fully solvent and amply able 
to stand the loss which it- will probably incur 
under the Allen, Stephens Co. mortgage. 
‘This fight became awhile ago a_ triangular 
one, participated in by the Charter Oak managers, 
the disaffected people, and persons connected with 
the Cook County National Bank. It has been 
alleged that the indictment for perjury found 
against B. F. Alien this year was secured at the 
instance of Eastern parties who wished to invali- 
date any testimony which he might give when the 
question of the validity of this ‘‘ blanket mort- 
age came up for trial. It had been understood 
that Allen's testimony would be adverse to it; and, 
therefore, it was alleged that the best thing to do 
would be to shut his mouth. This, however. can- 
not be asserted with any certainty. It is merely 
one of the rumors of the day. .

Clapp, Its . 4 Departs — 
Parts Unknown. — 


Taking Over $100,000, and Absolutely 
Gutting the Concern. 


Uncommunicative Officers and Ignorant 
Servant Girls---Alleged Insanity 
of Clapp. 


It was stated on the street yesterday afternoon 
that Mr. John W. Clapp, Secretary of the Chicago 
Life-Insurance Company, had abruptly left town, 
taking with him all the get-at-able assets of that 
rather insignificant and obscure concern. An in- 
vestigation was set on foot, whi¢n resulted in es- 
tablishing the fact that Mr. Clapp bad undoubted- 
ly cleared out, but left it very uncertain as-to 
where he haa gone or how much he had 
taken with him. It is a consolation, however, to 
kuow that he cannot have been very successful in 
his foray upon the Chicago Life, 
was organized in 1867 with W. F. Tucker as Presi- 
dent. Clapp, who had previously been in the in- 


Actuary, and has‘run the concern ever since. Be- 
fore the fire it used to be at No. 150 Wash- 
ington street, and since the conflagration 
it has moved from one place to another, — from 
Canal street to Market, and from Market to Wash- 
ington, until it finally settled dowo at No. 87 
Dearborn street, where it sharedan office with a 
real-estate agent. 

The defaication, though the Company is 
is of no slight consequence, since it figures 
ABOVE A HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
Efforts to get at bottom facts have been very hard, 
but at every point those who know best, 
and should be most willing to talk, absolutely 
refused to give the sligfifést information. W. F. 
Tucker is the President of the insurance company, 
and its largest stockholder. He holds probably 
one-half the stock, which is $12 25.000. Mr. Sher- 
man, his partner, holds about $3,000 worth. Mr. 
S. F. Nickerson, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank, is another interested party. Last 

evening a TrrBuNE reporter hied himself to

tired for the night. ‘pon stating that his 
business was peculiarly urgent, Mrs. Tucker 
obliged the reporter by calling down 
a prospective son-in-law named Johnson. 
He was remarkable for his ignorance of everything 
‘appertaining to the Chicago Life-insurance Com- 
pany He said that Mr. Tucker was asleep, and 
that he wouldn't say anything any how if he were 
awakened. 

But the reporter -learned from outside sources 
that Clapp left this city some time on Monday last. 
Ingiiries of his wife resqited in the statement that 
he had been greatly wormed for some days past, and 
that he 

LEFT MON DAT 0 TAKE A REST, 
and that Né.was partially insane from his tronbles. 
Now the fact is that last year the Chicago Life-In- 
surance Company was in great trouble. Rumors at 
that time connected Clapp's name with no Jenora- 
ble transactions. Somehow or another those inter- 
ested got up an investigation, which resulted in 
vlinding the Committee, and the result was a vindi 
cation and the Secretary's retention. Clapp had 
the most unboundéd confidence of Mr. Tucker, its 
President. He was regarded aus an honoruble man. 
Ma Tucker never bothered himself about the con- 
cern, and concluded that everything was ali right, 
especially after Clapp had vinu:cated himself. It 
is true that the Company dida despe rate business. 
It paid ruinous rates to obtain it. The income in, 
the office was light. and, as a gentie- 
man remarked | to a TRIBUNE reporter. 
The feilows in the office had to keep up 
appearances and live, and they did it. They 
thought they were smart, and since they had — 
trol of the Company's money they could make 
something by speculation.” its total assets were 
in the heighborhood of 8100. 000, in¢cludimg $125, - 
000 capital. Of this, about $290,000 was supposed 
to have been in bonds and mortgages. It had in the 
neighborhood of 800 policies iu force, and was 
supposed te have about $1,000,000 worth of risks 
taken in this State. The capital is totally eaten 
up, mainly by bad management. It is said 
that Clapp lest about $111,000 in speculative 
schemes, about $50, 000 of which was lost on the 
Board of Trade. Of course, for the accuracy of 
these statements THe Taisuns will, not vouch, 
since those who are dest able to give information 
for the benefit of the public and policy-holders de- 
cline to say anything. It was stated yesterday to 
a TRipuNe reporter that Clapp 
DRAINED THE COMPANY DRY, 
that he even hypothecated the mortgages on de- 
posit with the State Insurance Department, and, 
to clap tae climax, took the remaining Cash bal- 
ance, some $5,000 in currency, and skipped.’ 
Such, in brief, are the facts as the reporter has 
been able to gather them piecemeal. Mr. Tucker, 
the President, will probably lose about $50, 000, 
and the other stockholders ali that they have in 
vested. Besides this, u the policy-hoid- 
ers find 15 cent of their re- 
Sources left they consider them- 
selves fortunate, —very. The institation 
has been weak from its beginning, and its thieving 
Secretary has hastened its demise by robbing the 
stock and policy nolde rs of almor t their last far- 
thing.

THE FINE ARTS IN FINLAND. 

From the varied and entertaining pages of 
L’ Art we glean the following facts with regard 
to the condition of the fine arts in Finland: 

Last year Finland held her first National Ex- 
position; in this both industry and the fine arts 
were well represented, the latter surprisingly so 
when it is remembered that it is but thirty years 
that the people of Finland bave given any study 
to art. Long before that period there were in- 
deed pictures and sculpture in the castles of the 
Swedish nobility who rule@ the country, but 
these were imported, and exerted no influence 
on the native population. Since Russfa took 
poo of the country, in 1809, and has tried 

develop the old Finnish peculiarities, the 
people are striving for all kinds of improvement. 

Finland is so isolated in position that it is not 
easily influenced by the progress of other na- 
tions. Since tne destruction of the feudal 
Swedish power, much attention has been given 
to agriculture, trade, laws, and public instruc- 
tion. The National University cultivated even 
science and poetry; but painting had no repre- 
sentative in the land, except in the person who 
filled the position of. drawing-master at the 
University. This place was often vacant, and 
when filled, Was always occupied by a Swede, of 
whom the most that was required was the abili- | 
ty to paint a tolerabie portrait. But 
the general interest in art-matters which 
has prevailed in civilized countries dur- 
ing the last half-century has reached 
Finland also; and in 1846 was founded the Fin- 
nish Society of Fine Arts. its aims were de- 
clared to be. to awaken in the country 4 taste 
for the fine arts, and to encourage in their 
study and practice those persons gifted with 
natural abilities, but 4dacking the necessary 
means for cultivation.“ | 

The Society consists of shareholders, who 
have held annual exhibitions, at which they 
divided a certain number of art-works among 
themselves by lot. They have also bought 
works of native artists, have given assist ance 
to the deserving, and have organized art-classes

Tae SPINDLE-TREES AND THE SOAPWORTS.— 
There is a beautiful twining shrub, common in 
our woods, which deserves to be cherished in 
cultivated grounds. It has simple leaves, and 
raceme-like clusters ot small, greenish flowers, * 
which appear in June, but then is not its time 
of supreme display. This occurs in autumn, 
when the globose, orange-colored pods ripen 
and burst apart, disclosing the gay scarlet coat 
coat in which the seeds are invested. The pods 
adhere to their stems for a considerablé time, 
rendering the plant a showy ornament at the 
season when flowers no longer lend their bright- 
ness to the scene.

If the * physician is e sulted 
early, he hesitates to declare the robable nature 
of the disease, feeling that he s no remedy 
to offer, and vainly hoping that his fears may not 
be realized. If the patient come tothe city for ad- 
vice, she must steer between the surgeon's knife 
and the caustie plaster, with the certainty of being 
wrecked on one or the other. As regards cutting, 
the ablest surgeons have iong ago given up all hope 
in that direction. De. Monroe states in hie work 
on surgery that he has cut for cancer about 700 
times with only two recoveries, aud he infers that 
in these two his diagnosis was at fault. Paget, be- 
fore the Royal College of Surgeons, stated his be- 
lief that persone operated upon upon for cancer 
die on an average thirteen months sooner than they 
otherwise would, and inour own country Prof. 
Gross had nearly ceased operating, years before he 
ublished his standard work on surgery, in which 
¢ positively discourages operations. must ad- 
mit that the result with caustics seems to oe some- 
what better, though not by amy means 80 flattering 
as interested persons attempt to show; besides, 
this mede of interference admits of awide range 
of quackery, as many ignorant reons will han- 
dle caustica who would not dare to touch the 


highly recommended as local applications, to re- 
tard growth,—namely: cold and pressure. There 
is no doubt of their value, but they, are difficult 
of application. Sometimes, however, a piece of 
lead plaster, strapped firmly’over the tumor while 
small, will retard its growth for years. When 
large, the tumor should always receive support, 
by strapping or bandaging. hese means, how- 
ever, are but palliative. The only radical cures 
that I have seen have been effected by means of 
This agent, in cases where it is suc- 
cessful, seems to alter and finaliy destroy the nu- 
The sooner it ie used after 
the discovery.of the disease the better, although 
it will sometimes cure advanced cases. Tue plan 
I would recommend is a modification of Meyer's 
treatment, translated from tne German by Dr. 
nd. Procure a galvanic batiery—a smal . 
voltaic pile is generally suilicient,—with good 
couductors, aud electrodes armed with sponge, 
kept - wet while using. Place the 
positive electrode firmly over the tumor, and close 
the current at a not too distant point. Apply in 
this manner once daily for abont ter minutes, 
without breaking the current. Afterward apply 
the negative pole over the region of the liver an 
spleen, with the positive at the spine, opening and 
closing the current r tor about the same 
lenzth of time. Attend to all the secretions, se 
as to relieve the liver,—plenty of oathing and fric- 
tion: salt and dilute hydrochloric acid baths are 
excellent in addition to the ordinary bath. Acom- 
press wet in the dilute acid may also be worn at 
night over liver; it should be well coveged, for 
warmth, 4 pootect the clothing, which would 
njured. 
Use internally a little acetate or bi-tartrate of 
potash, with plenty of lemon-j1ice and other fruit 
acids; aleo buttermilk if you please. 
If every woman who finds in her breast a small 
but painful tumor would follow this course, it 
wonld add yeurs to her life, and in many cases 
effect a permanent cure.

RUSTIC FRAMES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caioaao, June 2¥.—I do not remember having 
seen in The Home any description of rustic picture- 
frames.

Alam baskets—The framework should be made 
of thin wire, woven in and out, and wound over 
with worsted in every part, to produce a rough sur- 
face. Dissolve the atum in rather more than twice 
the quantity of water that will cover the basket, 
handle included: put in as much alum as the water 
will dissolve, and when it will take no more filter 
it through a piece of brown paper into a saucepan. 
If you wishthe basket other than’white, the dye must 
be added before the process @ filtering. To pro- 
duce crimson, use an infusion of cochineal and 
madder; for bright yellow, boil gamboge, muriate 
of iron, or tumeric in the solution. Blue crystals 
are obtained by preparing sulphate of copper 
(called blue vitriol) in the same manner that alum 
= properes. For pale- blue, equal parts of blue 
vitriol and alum; for green, add to these last in- 
gredients a few drops of muriate of iron. After 
the solution is Altered, boil jt gently until it is 
reduced one-half, patitina vessel a enough 
to admit of the basket, suspend the latter from 
a stick laid across the top so that both 
basket and handle are immersed. It must 
then be put M a cool place where there will not be 
the slichtest motion to disturb the formation of 
the crystals. Be very careful to keep the colored 
baskets out of the reach of children, as they look 
so much like sugar-candy.

TO MAKE HAIR GROW. 
Ty the Editor of The Trivure, 
Joer. June 27.—Charlotte, of Vorning, Ia., 
asks me if I can give a reeipe to prevent baldness 
when the hair is inclined o come out. 

Liniménts or washes to make the hair grow, 
and to prevent the hair om falling ont, can al- 
way be employed with, greater or leas success, 80 
long as there is any vitality left in the hair follicles 
or roots. F. however, these are entirely dead or 
destroyed, there is no ibility of inducing a 
fresh growth of hair. This will de evident from 


j the shining or glisteni appearance the scalp as- 


eames when the hair roots are destroyed. The 
loosening of the hair, which frequently occurs te 
young persons, or thoge of the middle period of 
life, will generally, if neglected, become rea) 
baldness. . 3 

Such a state is common in woman, and generally 
terminates. in ite mildest form, in excessive loos- 
eniag of the hair. The case, however, is not the 
hopeless one which is generally imagined; and if 
proper treatment be pursued the hair will grow 
afresh and assume its pristine strength. A useful 
practice in men, and those of the o tte sex 
whose bair is short, is to immerse the ead\in cold 
water morning and night, dry the hair thoroughly, 
and then brush the scalp until a warm glow is 
produced. For women with long hair this 
plan is objectionable: and a . is 
to brush the scalp until redness and a warm 
glow are produced; then dab among the roots of 
the bair the followingijotion: One-half ounce tinct- 
ure of cantharides, two ounces eau de cologne, 
one-half drachm oil of nutmeg, and ten drops oil 
of lavender... If the lotion produce smarting or 
tenderness, the brush may be laid aside, but if no 
sensatian i# occasioned the brushing should be re- 
sumed, and a second application of the lotion 
made. 9 N 

This treatment should be practiced once or twice 
a day., or at intervals of a few days, according to 
the state af the sealp; namely; if tender, less; if 
insensiole, more frequently, If this sotion should 
be found to irritating to the skin, use itin 
smaller quantity. or diluted, and less frequently. 
If it has the effect of making the hair harsh and 
dry. thie inconvenience may be removed by the use 
ef oil after each application of the lotion.

A Nautical Brake. 
New York Bulictin.

Almost the only danger at present at- 
ten an ocean voyage is the Mability of 
co or running ashoreinafog. The great 
increase in the number of collisions is owing to’ 
the steadily increasing number of vessels plying 
the ocean, the rate of spéed now at ined 
by steamers, and particularily to their great 
length, which renders than very unwieldy. 
These causes seem to enagest the necessity of 
something to act like an atr brake on a railroad 
train. An effort to meet this want lately ap- 
peared in the form of a p&tented’ brake and 
auxiliary rudder, invented by Mr. John Hatton, 
of this city. 

The invention consists of @ pair of rudder- 
shaped blades, one on each side near the bow— 
the blades hung at, or slighily forward of, the 
centre—something like a balatced rudder. Ihe 
top and bottom are attached to the apex of a 

air of A-shaped frames, which close up against 
the side of the vessel when not in use, and open 
out at right angles to it, 8% that when the 
frames are thrown out by the lever the blade 
will open outwards and downwards like a par- 
allel ruler. The edge of the blade is then on a 
line with the direction of the vessel, and offers 
no obstacle; but there is a ziller attached to the 
Lop, which is opepated by an independent wheel 
ou deck. ‘or can be attached 
by a clutch to the regular stccr- 
ing wheel. By this tiller the blade can be 
turned to any angle to act as a rudder or brake: 
in the latter case the forward edge of both 
blades are turned outwards tiil nearly at richt 
angles with the sine of the vessel, in which
